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SYNOPSIS    OF    RECORD    OF    TOWN    MEETING 
HELD  MARCH  8,  1938 


Acting  under  Article  1  of  the  Warrant  the  fol- 
lowing town  officers  were  elected :  Town  Clerk,  Don- 
old  C.  Bruce;  Town  Treasurer,  Frederick  W.  Saw- 
yer; Selectman  for  three  years,  Fred  N.  Hutchin- 
son; Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  Ruth  D. 
French;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years, 
Benjamin  F.  Prescott;  Fire  Wardens,  Jeremiah  J. 
Casey,  Fred  A.  Far  well,  George  F.  Jewett;  High- 
way Agent,  Charles  H.  Gault;  Auditors,  Fred  S. 
Kimball,  Hugo  Trentini;  Sexton,  Antimo  Carpen- 
tieri. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  such 
sums  of  money  as  seemed  necessary  to  defray  town 
expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  three  delegates  to  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention.  These  delegates  were  elect- 
ed by  ballot  and  were  as  follows:  Charles  S.  Emer- 
son, R;  Waverly  O.  Kimball,  R;  Benjamin  F.  Pres- 
cott, R. 

Article  4.  Reports  of  town  officers,  agents  and 
committees  were  accepted  and  it  was  voted  to  raise 
and  appropriate  money  thereto.  It  was  voted  to  con- 
tinue the  Lull  Committee  and  Booklet  Committee. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  secure  State  assistance  for 
construction  on  the  Mason  Road  and  the  amount  of

Article  6.  The  Selectmen  were  authorized  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  if  necessary, 
and  it  was  voted  to  allow  same  discount  on  taxes  as 
in  other  years.

Article  8.  The  resolution  passed  at  Town  Meet- 
ing March  1937,  which  established  an  hourly  rate 
of  fifty  cents,  was  rescinded. 

Article  9.  The  sum  of  $400  was  raised  and  ap- 
propriated for  the  Livermore  Community  Associa- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  paying  premium  of  the  fire 
insurance  policy  and  for  expense  of  work  on  trees 
and  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  property. 
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Article  10.  No  appropriation  was  made  for  the 
purpose  of  advertising  the  Town  through  the  Mo- 
nadnock  Region  Association. 

Acting  under  Article  11  it  was  voted  to  continue 
the  Planning  Board  that  they  might  complete  the 
town  map  and  prepare  a  land  use  plan.  The  sum  of 
$500  was  raised  and  appropriated  for  their  use  in 
the  work. 

Articles  12,  13,  and  14.  After  considerable  dis- 
cussion, it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
following  sums  of  money:  Under  Article  12,  the  sum 
of  $1757.30  for  the  construction  of  a  storm  sewer  on 
West  Street;  under  Article  13,  the  sum  of  $2479.95 
for  the  construction  of  a  storm  sewer  on  Nashua 
Street  in  East  Milford;  and  under  Article  14,  the 
sum  of  $2800.00  for  a  sewer  from  the  corner  of 
Union  Street  and  Mason  Road  to  Charles  Ricciardi's 
on  Mason  Road  and  down  King  Street  to  the  James 
Lawrence  house. 

Acting  under  Articles  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  the  fol- 
lowing sums  of  money  were  raised  and  appropriat- 
ed: $200  for  work  on  town  trees;  $600  to  paint  the 
Town  House;  $250  to  paint  the  bridge  at  Jones' 
Crossing;  $175  to  paint  the  Swing  Bridge  and  $300 
to  paint  the  interior  of  the  fire  station. 

Article  20.  Working  under  this  Article  the  Town 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  for 
the  celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  the  ratification 
of  the  Federal  Constitution  of  the  State  June  21, 
1938.  Said  sum  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  21.  The  sum  of  $100  was  voted  by  the 
Town,  after  considerable  discussion,  for  the  purpose 
of  restoring  the  tennis  courts  at  the  Community 
House,  this  sum  to  be  matched  by  the  Souhegan  Val- 
ley Outing  Club.  Said  sum  to  be  expended  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Outing  Club. 
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Article  22.  The  Selectmen  were  authorized  by 
vote  of  the  Town  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any 
real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Col- 
lector Deeds. 

Article  23,  in  regard  to  purchasing  the  dam  and 
floWage  rights  on  Great  Brook  from  D.  Whiting  and 
Sons,  was  dismissed. 

Article  24.  By  vote  of  the  people,  the  Selectmen 
were  directed  to  accept,  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  any 
Federal  or  State  grants  which  might  be  offered  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  employment  to  labor. 

Article  25.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2000  to  be  used  in  connection  with 
either  Federal  or  State  grants. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  2.50  P.  M.  Total  vote 
cast  827.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEXTON 

Many  improvements  were  made  during  1938  to 
the  cemeteries  of  Milford  including  the  washing  and 
cleaning  of  the  monument  for  the  Unknown  Sol- 
dier at  the  West  Street  cemetery.  The  fence  and 
gate  at  the  entrance  of  Riverside  cemetery  were 
repainted  with  aluminum  paint. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Milford  cemeteries  have 
purchased  a  power  mower  especially  constructed 
for  lot  mowing  but  a  larger  appropriation  is  needed 
to  take  advantage  of  this  mower.  There  are  several 
lots  in  each  of  the  cemeteries  not  taken  care  of  be- 
cause there  is  no  fund  for  this  purpose.  These  lots 
are  mowed  once  each  year  by  the  town  but  should 
receive  more  attention  because  of  the  unsightly  ap- 
pearance to  adjacent  lots  which  receive  the  required 
care. 

Several  lots  were  destroyed  by  the  uprooting  of 
trees  during  the  September  gale.  The  W.  P.  A. 
crews  have  done  considerable  work  in  cutting  up 
and  removing  the  blown-down  trees.  Many  loads  of 
gravel  and  loam  will  be  needed  to  fill  in  the  holes 
left  by  the  uprooted  trees.  The  work  must  be  done 
very  early  this  spring,  as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of 
the  ground. 

The  year  1938  was  a  very  rainy  season  which 
made  the  mowing  of  the  perpetual  care  lots  consid- 
erably more  than  the  accumulation  could  take  care 
of.  The  lots  must  be  mowed  when  needed,  and  with 
the  present  rate  of  interest  the  perpetual  care  lots 
cannot  receive  needed  attention  such  as  reseeding 
and  fertilizing.

The  cost  of  di- 
rect relief  for  the  past  year  has  been  about  15% 
more  than  the  year  before. 

The  State  reimbursed  the  Town  20  %  of  the  cost 
for  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  and  in  May 
15%.  The  amount  of  the  reimbursement  was 
$805.44. 

The  Federal  Government  through  the  W.  P.  A. 
has  paid  out  for  labor  the  past  year  in  the  Town  of 
Milford  about  $40,000.  While  it  is  doubtful  direct 
relief  would  have  been  as  much,  still  without  it  the 
cost  of  relief  would  have  been  an  extremely  heavy 
burden  on  the  tax  payers.

Our  former  president,  Harland  H.  Holt,  having 
resigned  when  his  term  expired,  last  spring,  the 
selectmen  appointed  a  new  commissioner,  Andrew 
C.  Elliott.  Mr.  Elliott  has  always  been  interested  in 
the  work  done  by  this  group  and  had  previously  giv- 
en valuable  assistance  several  times. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  year,  Carl  W.  Talbot 
was  elected  president  by  unanimous  vote,  he  having 
served  on  the  board  the  longest  of  the  men  mem- 
bers. Demands  upon  his  time  have  been  unusually 
heavy  this  season. 

It  takes  but  a  glance  at  the  treasurer's  report  to 
perceive  that  work  has  been  continuous  and  greatly 
augmented  by  W.  P.  A.  workers. 

Town  water  has  been  made  available  at  the  Le- 
gion booth  at  Endicott  Park.  Some  fence  work  has 
been  accomplished  and  half  the  anticipated  new 
bleachers  in  place  and  the  early  completion  of  both 
is  very  much  in  mind. 

The  Oval  requires  weekly,  almost  daily  atten- 
tion, to  keep  it  presentable  and  the  upkeep  of  the 
playground  equipment  is  a  constant  care. 

Endicott  and  Shepard  parks  were  terribly 
devastated  by  the  hurricane,  September  21.  The 
back-stops  at  both  are  gone  and  the  flag  pole  at 
Shepard  park  fell.  Of  course  these  will  be  replaced. 
The  recently  built  retaining  wall  saved  the  new 
baseball  diamond  from  being  entirely  washed  away 
again  by  flood  conditions  at  Endicott  park.   The  loss 
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of  so  many  old  and  beautiful  pines  at  Endicott  park 
is  deplorable  but  the  W.  P.  A.  did  an  exceptional 
piece  of  work  for  us,  clearing  the  place  in  remark- 
able time.  Probably  the  recent  feedings  of  the  elms 
on  the  Oval  saved  their  being  uprooted  at  that  time. 
Only  the  dangerous  branches  were  removed,  last 
fall,  and  there  is  still  much  unsightliness  to  be  re- 
paired. 

The  grading  at  both  large  parks  had  to  be  dis- 
continued until  the  W.  P.  A.  men  are  released  from 
forest  fire  hazard  duty  and  we  are  told  will  return 
for  a  period  to  finish  these  projects  this  spring. 

Plans  and  budget  have  been  prepared  to  for- 
ward recovery  from  the  losses,  set  new  small  trees, 
etc.

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Report  of  Highway  Agent 


In  addition  to  the  general  maintenance  and  re- 
pair of  roads  in  the  town  this  year  there  were  two 
floods  that  required  more  than  1500  yards  of  gravel 
to  repair  damage  done  by  high  water  and  washing 
out  culverts. 

The  town  has  built  and  repaired  13  culverts: 
honed  and  oiled  Lovejoy  Hill,  Souhegan  Street,  Clin- 
ton Street,  and  in  front  of  the  Catholic  Church  on 
Amherst  Street.  We  have  also  oiled  a  part  of  West 
Street. 

The  sidewalks  have  been  re-surfaced  on  Union 
Square;  and  from  George  Street  to  Cherry  Street. 

Due  to  the  hurricane  the  town  help  and  W.  P.  A. 
worked  continuously  with  trucks  and  tractor  remov- 
ing stumps,  trees  and  other  debris  from  the  streets 
from  September  20  until  November  6.  If  it  had  not 
been  for  the  help  of  the  W.  P.  A.  during  this  period 
the  town  would  not  have  been  in  a  position  to  have 
completed  this  work. 

From  November  26  until  February  1  your  agent 
has  caused  to  be  spread  on  the  town  streets  and 
sidewalks  over  800  tons  of  sand,  due  to  the  extra 
amount  of  ice  this  winter.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milf ord : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1938,  together  with  financial  report  of  the 
Treasurer. 

During  the  year  the  Board  held  eleven  regular 
meetings  and  four  special  meetings. 

No  extensions  in  the  water  mains  were  made 
during  the  year. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  our  Superintend- 
ent, who  suggested  buying  a  Diesel  Engine,  the 
Commissioners  visited  several  places  including 
Salem,  N.  H.,  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  Needham, 
Mass.,  where  there  were  different  types  of  Diesels 
in  actual  operation.  We  gathered  much  information 
pertaining  to  the  purchase  price  and  operating  cost 
of  the  engines,  and  we  were  fully  convinced  for  the 
matter  of  economy,  the  Department  should  pur- 
chase a  Diesel.  We  conferred  with  the  Selectmen 
and  presented  the  facts  as  we  found  them  and  re- 
ceived their  approval.  We  then  consulted  legal  au- 
thority in  regards  to  our  right  in  purchasing  the  en- 
gine, and  found  we  did  have  that  authority  to  go 
ahead,  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  adopt- 
ed in  1893.  We  took  up  the  matter  of  financing  the 
purchase  of  the  engine  with  the  Selectmen,  and  they 
arranged  to  borrow  the  money  for  a  60  horsepower, 
Model  42-E  Fairbanks,  Morse  and  Company,  heavy 
duty,  two  cycle  engine,  direct  connected  to  a  five 
hundred  gallon  Centrifugal  Pump,  for  $6570.00. 
The  economy  gained  by  this  installation  has  fully 
convinced  us  we  were  justified  in  making  the 
change.    The  successful  operation  of  the  Diesel  En- 
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gine  during  the  hurricane  was  another  demonstra- 
tion that  we  made  no  mistake.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  I  hereby 
submit  a  report  of  the  Water  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1938. 

The  major  activities  of  the  department  have 
been  confined  to  the  installation  and  operation  of 
the  new  Diesel  engine.  We  regret  we  have  nothing 
concrete  in  the  way  of  saving  between  the  Diesel 
and  electric,  at  this  time,  as  we  have  no  meter  on 
our  pump  and  it  is  more  or  less  guess  work.  We  can 
say,  however,  after  running  the  Diesel  for  five 
months,  our  electric  power  bill  is  $614.00  less  than 
it  was  the  previous  year,  and  the  cost  of  running 
the  Diesel,  based  on  fuel  oil  and  lubricating  oil,  is 
$162.78. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  know  since  the  Diesel 
has  been  installed,  we  have  been  having  visitors 
from  various  parts  of  the  country  to  inspect  our  lay- 
out, and  there  will  be  a  write-up  of  our  plant  in  one 
of  the  largest  Diesel  publications  in  the  United 
States,  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  useless  to  add  and  go  into  detail  what  a 
prominent  part  the  Diesel  played  during  the  hurri- 
cane, when  we  were  without  power.  We  think  the 
Town  of  Milf  ord  has  a  plant  to  be  very  proud  of  and 
sincerely  wish  more  of  the  taxpayers  would  visit  it 
and  see  for  themselves  just  what  is  being  done. 

We  hope  to  install  a  meter  on  the  pump  in  the 
near  future  which  will  enable  us  to  give  more  ac- 
curate figures  as  to  just  what  the  Diesel  savings  will 
be.

The  activities  of  this  department  during  the  past 
year  have  been  confined  to  the  installing  of  a  sani- 
tary sewer  on  the  Mason  Road  and  storm  sewers  in 
East  Milford  and  West  Street.  It  would  seem  by 
the  expenditures  that  we  had  exceeded  our  approp- 
riations on  West  Street  and  East  Milford,  but  as  we 
extended  the  sewers  in  East  Milford,  two  hundred 
feet  (200  feet)  and  put  in  two  extra  catch  basins, 
also  did  a  large  amount  of  , extra  work  on  West 
Street,  we  consider  the  money  well  spent,  as  this 
was  something  that  would  have  to  be  done  later 
and  we  figured  we  could  do  it  much  cheaper  while 
we  were  right  on  the  job. 

This  next  year,  we  will  have  to  do  some  cleaning 
and  rebuild  two  catch  basins  on  Elm  Street  at  the 
foot  of  West  Street.

Two  years  ago  the  town  instructed  the  Mod- 
erator to  appoint  a  committee  on  a  town  booklet. 
He  appointed  John  F.  Hanlon,  E.  M.  Stickney  and 
A.  B.  Rotch. 

At  that  time  the  Milford  Civic  Club  had  taken 
steps  toward  assembling  pictures  and  material  for 
some  kind  of  a  booklet  to  advertise  Milford's  ad- 
vantages. Officers  of  the  Civic  Club  hoped  that 
when  the  material  was  prepared  for  publication  the 
proposed  booklets  could  be  printed  and  distributed. 
To  that  end  the  Club  had  pledged  money  and  ap- 
pointed a  committee. 

The  Club  believed  that  the  cost  of  printing  and 
distributing  should  be  shared  by  the  town.  No  ap- 
propriation was  made  by  the  town,  and  none  was 
asked  for. 

A  year  ago  the  preparation  of  the  booklet  had 
not  advanced  far  enough  to  enable  the  town  com- 
mittee to  present  any  definite  plan  to  the  voters,  or 
recommend  any  appropriation  for  completing  it. 

This  year  the  Civic  Club  officers  say  no  further 
progress  has  been  made. 

As  the  original  town  committee  was  appointed 
as  an  advisory  committee,  as  one  member  has  died, 
and  as  no  progress  has  been  made  in  two  years,  we 
now  ask  that  the  committee  be  discharged.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Milf ord : 

I  herewith  submit  my  twentieth  annual  report 
which  is  the  thirty-fourth  in  the  series  of  such  re- 
ports. 

This  report  will  be  largely  confined  to  the  re- 
cording of  the  usual  statistics  which  are  published 
each  year  in  order  that  they  may  be  made  a  matter 
of  permanent  record. 

Elsewhere  in  the  annual  reports  will  be  found 
the  report  of  the  Building  Committee  which  has  had 
charge  of  the  alterations  and  new  construction  at 
the  High  School  Building.  The  changes  already 
made  together  with  the  early  completion  of  the 
project  will  give  us  a  new  heating  plant,  a  fine 
auditorium-gymnasium  and  additional  classrooms, 
as  well  as  more  storage  space,  better  corridors,  lock- 
ers and  shower  rooms,  etc.  The  inconvenience  of 
having  to  close  the  High  School  from  November  23, 
1938  to  January  10,  1939  as  well  as  some  temporary 
room  arrangements  for  classes  and  the  Saturday  in 
place  of  Monday  schedule  for  a  few  weeks  while 
certain  rooms  were  being  finished  for  occupancy, 
is  not  a  serious  matter  and  will  perhaps  only  empha- 
size all  the  more  how  much  we  have  needed  the 
additional  accommodations  so  well  planned  by  the 
Committee. 

Supervisory  Union  No.  40 

The  same  five  districts  comprise  this  union  as  it 
was  reorganized  and  grouped  in  1933.  At  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  joint  board  of  the  Union  last 
spring  the  apportionment  of  expenses  was  changed 
somewhat  so  that  now  the  several  districts  con- 
tribute to  the  superintendent's  salary  account  as  fol- 
lows:   Amherst  17%,    Brookline  8%,    Hollis  14%, 
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Milford  56%,  and  Mont  Vernon  5%,  and  to  the 
office  expenses  (clerk,  postage,  office  supplies,  etc.) 
Amherst  25%,  Brookline  10%,  Hollis*,  Milford 
60%,  Mont  Vernon  5%. 

*Hollis  later  voted  to  pay  $50  for  the  current 
school  year. 

Teachers 

The  only  changes  from  a  year  ago  have  occurred 
in  the  High  School  staff.  Mr.  Erickson,  after  com- 
pleting three  successful  years  as  Headmaster,  left 
us  to  become  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  the  Derry 
Union.  His  place  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Harold  A.  Truell  of  Newport.  Mr.  Truell 
holds  a  Bachelor's  and  Master's  degree  from  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  and  has  had  several 
years  of  experience — first  under  Mr.  Payson  H. 
Reed  at  Whitinsville,  Massachusetts,  and  later  as 
Headmaster  at  Amherst  and  at  New  London,  from 
which  latter  position  he  has  come  directly  to  us. 

Mr.  Keach  was  elected  Headmaster  at  Marlboro. 
Miss  Jones  resigned  and  Miss  Ames  was  released  in 
December  to  take  a  better  position  in  the  High 
School  at  Dartmouth,  Massachusetts.  Replacing 
teachers  have  been  Mr.  Albert  Newton  of  Cornish 
and  a  graduate  of  Clark  University;  Miss  Alice 
Neily  of  Nashua  and  a  graduate  of  Bates  College; 
and  Mrs.  Richard  I.  Cole  of  Hudson  who  will  sub- 
stitute in  Miss  Ames'  position  for  the  remainder  of 
the  school  year. 

Nursery  School 

This  project  was  carried  on  very  successfully  for 
over  a  year.  Those  in  charge  did  excellent  work 
with  the  young  children  enrolled  but  in  accordance 
with  the  opinion  of  the  District  clearly  expressed  at 
the  annual  meeting  in  1938  the  project  was  discon- 
tinued in  April  1938. 
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Adult  Education 

Again  there  is  an  opportunity  for  correspond- 
ence courses  for  persons  over  sixteen  years  of  age 
who  are  not  in  school.  Mr.  Albert  N.  French  of  Dur- 
ham continues  in  charge  of  this  area  with  head- 
quarters at  Milf  ord.  Mr.  Edgar  L.  Paris  is  now  State 
Supervisor,  replacing  Mr.  F.  C.  Reagan  who  served 
us  so  well  in  that  capacity.

REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER  OF   HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  Mr.  Harold  C.  Bales,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Milf  ord,  New  Hampshire  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
Headmaster  of  Milford  High  School. 

Enrollment 

The  total  enrollment  through  January  31,  1939, 
for  the  school  year  1938-1939  was  402  as  compared 
with  423  last  year  and  403  two  years  ago.  From  the 
following  table  one  can  see  that  our  enrollment  is 
21  less  than  last  year.  However,  we  expect  to  grad- 
uate the  largest  senior  class  in  the  history  of  Milford 
High  School.  The  present  junior  class,  as  you  will 
note  below,  is  the  smallest  class  in  the  school,  hav- 
ing 47  members.  The  membership  January  31,  1939, 
was  386,  while  at  the  same  date  last  year  it  was  403. 
Of  the  enrollment  January  31,  1939,  196  were  girls 
and  190  were  boys  distributed  according  to  age  and 
grade  as  follows:

The  above  table  shows  that  16%  of  the  pupils 
of  Grade  IX-XII  are  in  the  Academic  Curriculum, 
33%  are  in  the  Commercial  Curriculum,  26%  are 
in  the  Mechanic  Arts  Curriculum  and  25%  are  in 
the  General  Curriculum.  It  may  also  be  seen  that 
of  the  122  boys  of  Grades  IX-XII,  51%  of  them  are 
enrolled  in  the  Mechanic  Arts  Curriculum,  whereas 
55  %  of  the  boys  were  enrolled  in  the  same  course 
last  year  at  this  time.

Athletics 

The  Milford  Boys'  Baseball  team  was  a  member 
of  the  Monadnock  Inter-Scholastic  Baseball  League. 
Mr.  Elliot  Keach  was  coach  of  the  team  which  tied 
with  Wilton  in  second  place.  Conant  High  School 
won  the  title. 

The  girls  of  Milford  High  School  continued  play- 
ing soft  ball  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Dora  Ames. 
This  sport  develops  the  girls  physically  and  is  en- 
joyed by  them. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Kalloch  track,  for 
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the  second  year,  was  very  active.  The  third  annual 
Monadnock  Valley  meet  was  held  in  Milford  with 
the  following  schools  participating:  Amherst,  An- 
trim, Wilton,  and  Milford.  The  meet  was  won  by 
Milford  for  the  second  consecutive  year.  Meets  at 
Laconia,  Durham,  Penacook,  Nashua  and  Concord 
were  attended  with  very  fine  showing  by  members 
of  the  team.  Milford  had  two  men  on  the  New 
Hampshire  All-State  Team  which  won  over  the  Ver- 
mont All-State  Team  at  Keene  namely:  Kenneth 
Lorden  and  Royal  Foster.  A  total  of  422  points  was 
scored  during  the  season  by  Milford. 

The  football  team  was  not  as  successful  this 
year  as  it  was  last.  However,  the  boys  received  an 
excellent  physical  training  which  is  one  of  the  fun- 
damental principles  of  secondary  education.  Mil- 
ford played  seven  games  and  won  one.  Injuries 
were  .too  many  for  a  school  of  our  size.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  day  Milford  High  School  will  be  able  to 
sponsor  six-man  football,  which  is  a  new,  but  ex- 
cellent sport.

The  Student  Prints 

The  magazine,  the  "Student  Prints,"  is  a  student 
activity  which  develops  knowledge  of  journalism, 
ability  in  English  expression,  skill  in  linoleum  block- 
printing,  and  experience  in  business  management. 
Three  times  a  year  eleven  editors  and  thirteen  re- 
porters gather  news,  articles,  poems,  and  jokes,  and 
arrange  with  merchants  of  Milford  and  nearby  cities 
for  advertising.  Teachers  in  the  English  and  busi- 
ness departments  act  as  advisers.  Not  only  did  the 
Staff  gain  experience  but  a  large  number  of  pupils 
saw  their  work  in  print;  the  events  of  the  school 
year  were  recorded ;  fifteen  exchanges  from  other 
schools  were  received ;  school  spirit  was  encouraged. 

The  Conference  Period 

One  of  the  most  valuable  periods  to  the  indi- 
vidual student  in  the  school  program  comes  between 
three  and  three-thirty.  At  this  time  all  pupils  who 
are  failing,  those  who  have  work  to  make  up  be- 
cause of  absence,  or  any  other  student  wishing  help 
in  any  way,  may  get  the  same  from  their  teachers. 
The  value  of  such  a  period  cannot  be  over-estimat- 
ed. It  is  suggested  that  parents  urge  their  children 
to  take  advantage  of  this  splendid  opportunity 
which  is  offered  to  them  to  obtain  assistance  in  solv- 
ing their  various  problems. 

Activity  Period 

When  school  opened  this  fall  we  continued  hav- 
ing an  activity  period   for    the    duration    of   thirty 
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minutes  each  day.  Two  periods  a  week  were  set 
aside  for  drill  in  fundamentals  for  all  pupils.  The 
subjects  used  in  these  drills  were  English  grammar, 
spelling,  arithmetic,  and  place  geography.  The 
other  three  periods  were  devoted  to  clubs,  music, 
assemblies  and  class  meetings.  However,  when  the 
construction  on  the  school  building  started,  it  was 
impossible  to  continue  all  of  these  various  organiza- 
tions that  were  started  in  the  fall.  We  feel  that 
when  the  building  is  completed  we  will  be  able  to 
carry  on  these  functions  more  effectively. 

The  school  desires  to  cooperate  with  the  parents 
to  the  greatest  of  its  ability.  We  would  appreciate 
visits  from  parents  and  citizens  of  Milford  at  any 
time. 

It  would  not  be  proper  or  fitting  in  a  report  such 
as  this  if  a  word  was  not  mentioned  regarding  the 
teachers.  I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  a  profession 
that  has  a  better  opportunity  to  direct  and  guide 
future  lives  than  that  of  teaching.  Students  come  in 
contact  with  their  teachers  so  frequently  that  there 
can  be  no  question  as  to  the  effect  that  they  have  on 
each  other's  lives.  This  being  true,  we  should  have 
in  these  positions  only  those  men  and  women  whose 
character,  personality  and  education  are  such  that 
through  their  contacts  our  children  will  become  in- 
spired to  high  ideals.  Milford  High  School  teachers 
measure  up  to  these  standards  to  a  very  high  de- 
gree. The  citizens  of  the  town  of  Milford  can  justly 
be  proud  of  them. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  school  officials,  teachers,  parents  and  friends  for 
their  hearty  cooperation  during  this  brief  period  I 
have  been  here  in  Milford.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  Mr.  Harold  C.  Bales,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Milf ord,  N.  H. : 

The  following  is  my  sixth  annual  report  of  the 
health  work  in  the  Milford  schools. 

The  annual  medical  inspection  was  made  by  Dr. 
W.  H.  W.  Hinds  in  October  and  November.  A  report 
of  this  inspection  will  be  found  in  the  school  physi- 
cian's report. 

Nine  pupils  were  vaccinated  by  the  school  phy- 
sician after  the  inspections. 

Visual  examinations  were  made  by  the  nurse, 
and  thirty-two  pupils  were  found  with  defective 
vision.  Some  of  these  have  already  been  corrected 
privately  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
proper  corrections  for  others. 

The  usual  tonsil  clinics  were  held  at  the  County 
Hospital  at  which  eighteen  pupils  received  atten- 
tion. 

The  hearing  test  was  made  with  the  state  audi- 
ometer and  nineteen  were  found  to  have  defective 
hearing.  Some  of  these  children  had  just  recovered 
from  colds  and  measles  and  these  tests  should  be 
checked  again. 

Twelve  lessons  and  demonstrations  of  Home  Hy- 
giene and  care  of  the  sick  were  taught  to  the  girls 
of  the  High  School  Junior  Class. 

The  Milford  Woman's  Club  sponsored  a  dental 
clinic  at  which  eighty  pupils  from  the  second  and 
third  grades  received  proper  dental  attention  at  the 
offices  of  Dr.  Henry  Fiske  and  Dr.  Richard  Law- 
rence. 

Cod  liver  oil  has  been  supplied  by  the  Red  Cross 
to  those  needing  it.  Clothing  has  also  been  furnished 
by  the  Red  Cross  as  necessary. 

The  Daughters    of    American    Revolution  gave 
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money  to  supply  one  undernourished  child  with  a 
lunch  at  school. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety-six  visits  have  been 
made  to  the  Milford  schools  for  examinations.  As 
occasion  has  required  health  advice  has  been  given 
and  home  visits  have  been  made  for  instructions 
and  remedial  work. 

Several  children  have  received  'attention  and 
had  corrections  at  the  orthopedic  clinics. 

Plans  are  under  way  for  a  Tuberculosis  testing 
program  for  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  pu- 
pils during  the  spring  term. 

In  closing  I  want  to  thank  all  the  school  officials 
and  others  who  have  assisted  me  in  my  work  this 
year  and  I  want  parents  to  feel  free  to  talk  over 
health  problems  with  me  at  any  time.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


To  the  School  District  of  Milford  the  Building  Com- 
mittee for  the  Alterations  and  Additions  to  the 
High  School  Building  make  the  following  report: 

For  several  years  there  has  been  a  great  need 
for  additional  classroom  space,  and  a  gymnasium- 
auditorium  at  Milford  High  School.  At  the  annual 
district  meeting  in  March  1937  $500  was  raised  and 
appropriated  for  use  of  a  Building  Committee,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  to  study  conditions 
and  make  recommendations  as  to  alterations  and 
additions  to  the  High  School  Building.  This  commit- 
tee carefully  studied  plans  and  costs  and  brought  in 
a  report  at  the  March  1938  meeting  that  no  exten- 
sive enterprise  should  be  entered  into  at  that  time 
as  there  was  no  federal  aid  available,  but  they  did 
recommend  replacement  of  the  boiler  and  additions 
to  the  heating  system  for  which  $4000  was  raised 
and  appropriated. 

A  few  months  after  the  March  meeting  Federal 
aid  again  became  available  to  the  extent  of  45%  of 
the  total  cost  of  a  project.  Immediate  action  in  re- 
placing the  old  boiler  was  deferred  and  an  applica- 
tion for  a  P.  W.  A.  grant  for  Milford  was  submitted 
to  the  government.  In  June  word  was  received  that 
our  application  for  the  grant  was  approved  and  we 
were  advised  to  call  a  special  school  district  meet- 
ing immediately  to  accept  the  grant  and  consider 
financing  the  district's  share  of  the  costs.  Conse- 
quently on  July  1,  1938,  a  special  school  district 
meeting  was  held  at  which  time  the  district  voted  to 
raise  the  sum  of  $18,000  in  addition  to  the  $4000 
previously  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  building 
committee.  The  amount  of  the  government  grant 
was  $18,731. 
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Plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  by 
Wells,  Hudson,  and  Granger,  architects  from  Han- 
over, New  Hampshire.  Bids  were  advertised  and 
opened  on  August  24,  1938.  On  opening  the  bids  it 
was  discovered  that  the  estimates  were  far  in  excess 
of  the  money  available  and  all  bids  were  rejected. 

After  revising  the  plans  and  specifications  some- 
what the  project  was  again  offered  for  bids  and 
upon  opening  the  same  on  September  28,  1938,  it 
was  found  that  Davison  Construction  Company  of 
Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  was  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder  in  the  eyes  of  the  committee  and 
a  representative  of  the  Public  Works  Administra- 
tion. The  bid  submitted  was  $37,689.  The  contract 
was  awarded  by  the  committee  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  P.  W.  A.  Construction  was  started  as 
soon  as  this  approval  was  received. 

To  conform  to  government  regulations,  Mr.  Fred 
Hutchinson  was  appointed  Clerk  of  Works  and  Mrs. 
Lillian  E.  Riddle  bookkeeper.  Mr.  A.  L.  Palmer  was 
sent  by  the  P.  W.  A.  to  act  as  Federal  Inspector  but 
was  later  replaced  by  Mr.  Jack  Hopcroft. 

It  was  further  necessary  on  advice  of  the  Re- 
gional office  of  the  P.  W.  A.  to  hold  another  special 
school  meeting  to  conform  to  some  regulations  rela- 
tive to  transferring  from  the  regular  School  District 
account  to  the  High  School  Building  Committee  ac- 
count the  $500  raised  and  appropriated  at  the  an- 
nual district  meeting  in  March  1937  for  use  of  the 
Building  Committee  and  $393  from  a  free  cash  bal- 
ance as  of  June  30,  1938,  to  make  a  total  of  $22,893 
or  55%  of  the  cost  of  the  project  to  be  furnished  by 
the  School  District.  The  meeting  was  held  Decem- 
ber 31,  1938  and  the  action  recommended  by  the 
committee  unanimously  adopted. 

Progress  on  the  construction  has  been  satisfac- 
tory.  The  new  boiler  has  been  installed  and  is  giv- 
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ing  complete  satisfaction.  The  contemplated 
changes  in  the  building  have  been  practically  com- 
pleted and  new  classrooms  are  in  use. 

As  the  building  project  is  still  incomplete,  a  de- 
tailed financial  report  cannot  be  given  at  this  time 
but  the  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  money 
raised  and  appropriated  by  the  School  District  to- 
gether with  the  federal  grant  will  be  sufficient  to 
complete  the  project. 

When  the  construction  is  completed,  Milford 
will  have  a  High  School  Building  with  adequate 
facilities  to  take  care  of  its  needs  for  many  years.

Of  the  Deaths  in  town  in  1938,  26  were  carried  out  of  town  for 
burial:  West  Acton,  Mass.,  1;  Amherst,  10;  North  Berwick,  Me.,  1; 
Brookline,  2;  East  Concord,  1;  Greenfield,  2;  Hampden,  Me.,  1; 
Lowell,  Mass.,  1;  Maiden,  Mass.,  1;  Nashua,  1;  Newburyport, 
Mass.,  1;  New  Ipswich,  2;  Wilton,  2. 

Fifteen  were  brought  from  away  for  burial.  Some  were  long 
ago  residents. 

Of  the  62  deaths  recorded,  2  were  between  90  and  100;  12  be- 
tween 80  and  90;  16  between  70  and  80;  17  between  60  and  70;  7 
between  50'  and  60;  5  between  40  and  50;  none  between  30  and  40; 
and  3  under  30  years  of  age. 

Of  these  deaths  30-  were  male  and  32  female.  One  or  both  par- 
ents of  22  were  born  in  other  countries. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  a  town  are  one  of  its  most  important 
records,  not  merely  for  today  but  for  generations  to  come.  If 
everyone  would  see  to  it  that  the  records  of  their  own  families 
were  fully  and  correctly  rilled  out  on  the  Marriage,  Birth,  and 
Death  certificates  when  handed  in,  it  might  be  of  great  use  to 
them  or  their  descendants  at  some  future  day,  and  a  great  help 
to  us  in  making  out  the  records  of  today.
